ELKO, Nev. — For a century 
Elko residents have lived a most- 
ly peaceful life. Oh, there have 
been . booms and busts in the 
nearby gold fields. But nothing 
like they are seeing now. 

Three years ago '"you could 
drive through town and not pass 
another car," says Jerry Elsing, 
an Elko bartender. 

Now, Idaho Street is clogged 
with traffic. 

In the cafes, hunched over 
their coffee before each shift, are 
miners in uniforms of faded blue 
jeans, even more faded flannel 
shirta and hair in need of cutting. 
At the first of the month, with 
paychecks to be spent, they’re in 
the bars and casinos, mixing it up 
with ranch hands and construc- 
tion workers come to build the 
mines. 

- - “The first of the month when 
the ranches and. the mines pay is 
funnnnnn,” says Douglas Koenig, 
executive director of the Elko 
Chumber of Commerce. 

"There are things a country boy 
has to get used to like heavy traf- 
fic and aggressive people,'*, says 
I8 ; year-old'Ju9tin Hamcssmcw-- 
ly arrived from Challis. 


The face of the town has 
changed. In the. last -two years, 
the population has doubled from 
9,000 people to 18,000, stretching 
the town beyond its quaintness. 
Chamber of Commerce Executive 
Director Douglas Koenig predicts 
the town will hit 25,000 by the 
endofnextyenr. 

At the newest trailer park, 
more than 100 trailers zigzag 
domino-style, barely trailer- 
widths apart, across the gravel. 
There is no grias, no sagebrush, 
no weed to break the design of 
white trailers on gravel-gray lots. 

Most arc travel trailers with li- 
cense plates still attached — Ida- 
ho, Arizona, Colorado, Wyoming 
— skirted with plywood against 
sub-zero temperatures. 

At one-of the smallest one-room 
trailers, 12-year-old D.J. Mayes, 
lately of McCall, pokes her head 
out. Her mother, her father, two 
sisters and two cats live there 
with her. 

"It's not crowded," she says. 

Her father recently got a con- 
struction job here enlarging the 
. trailer park, but the family could 
find no place to live, she says. 
Their tiny trailer is a loaner until 
the family can buy a bigger one, 
she says. 

A neighbor, Tbm Anway, who 
worked in Challis earlier this 
decade, is less optimistic. "It's re- 
ally degrading — a degrading 
lifestyle," he says. He pays $275 a 
monthjor.his space. 

Trailers are something of a 
theme in this town. 

On the western slopes of the 
city, children, mostly from newly 
arrived mining families, attend 
“dasHTt" brand-new - Mountain 
View Elementary, a school that

We used to sled bn the streets 
and sleep on the porch. "

The problem is not that the hous- 
ing issue isn't being addressed. More 
than 800 single-family building per- 
mits have been issued this year. The 
problem is that houses haven't gone 
up fast enough. 

"They can only build so fast," says 
City Manager Terry Reynolds. Be- 
tween last summer and this summer 
the mines hired 1,800 workers, and 
another 1,000 people were put to 
work on mining construction pro- 
jects, he says. 

The mining companies have rented 
blocks of mold rooms and blocks of 
trailer spaces, built their own apart- 
ments and set up a "man camp," tern- . 
pornry housing for more than 400 
construction workers. 

Freeport-McMoRan Gold Co. has 
struck u'dcnl to purchase 82 units of 
the Country River apartment com- 
plex.

Officials investigate rash 
of attacks on guards 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - It has 
been a deadly year for Southern Cali- 
fornia money messengers — 13 ar- 
mored car holdups, three bank rob- 
beries, two slayings and the theft of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. ■ 
The fatal shooting of an armored 
car guard during a stop at a super- 
market Dec. 15 was the latest in the 
rash of heists that have often oc- 
cu rred during busy daytime hours 
anHTrequently ended in gunfire. 

"The only time you feel safe is 
when you're in that truck and it's for 
very few minutes until your next 
stop," Baid Nick Scarpclli, a guard 
who quit after a friend at Armored 
Transport of California was slain in 
October. 

The crimes began Dec. 18, 1987, 
and have involved 13 armored cars, a 
bank and two savingB nnd loans in 
Los Angeles, Riverside and Ventura 
counties. Three police departments, 
two sheriffs departments and the 
FBI arc investigating. 

The amount stolen in every rob- 
bery has not been .revealed, but Los 
Angeles police Detective Norman 
Roberge said the total is in the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. In one 
theft, two gunmen held up a guard 
leaving a Universal City theater and 
took $166,000. 

"There have been sporadic rob- 
... .beries in recent years post but none 
where it's a3 organized as this; 1 
mean a rash of armored car robberies 
in what appears to be a small nucle- 
• us of individuals," Roberge said 
Wednesday. , . , 

"Were looking at them with possi- 
bly the same suspects being involved 
in some of these robberies, he said. 
“Were also looking at avenues where 


some of these robberies' may have 
been committed by some imitators." 

Two men have been arrested for in- 
vestigation of a June robbery at a su- 
permarket in Los Angeles, and a man 
was arrested and booked Friday for 
investigation of robbery in the ar- 
mored car probe, police said. 

But the overall probe continues 
into what have been unusually well- 
planned and violent crimes in which 
the gunmen have been more willing 
than usual to shoot and have not 
been deterred by the presence of by- 
standers, police said. 

Both slain guards worked for Ar- 
mored Transport of California Inc., 
which has been struck seven times. 

Stewart Cruz Tbcson, 27, was 
killed during a stop at a bank in the 
San Fernando Valley on Oct. 14. 
Patrick Rooney, 35, was killed nt 
midmorning ns he picked up cash at 
a supermarket in suburban Bellflow- 
er on Dec. 15. 

"All I can say is it was a cold and 
ruthless execution-type killing," 
Roberge said. "It was uncalled for." 

Joel Cumutt, director of operations 
. for Armored Transport of California, 
said the company had no comment 
while the robberies were under inves- 
tigation. 

Scarpclli said he quit two days af- 
ter Tbcson was slain,- and he said 
about 20 other guards have also ei- 
ther quit or given notice. 

"My family couldn't take it any- 
more," said Scarpclli- He said each 
armored car should hove a crew of 
three bo that the one carrying money 
bags can be covered by an unencum- 
bered guard, leaving a third man to .

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Government must not take away the soul of charities 


SAN FRANCISCO - The "thousand 
poin topflight" invoked by ViceJ’resident , _ 
"George BuafT during the"1988 campaign 
seemed to suggest an alternative to the 
heavy hand of government in meeting so- 
cial needs — a multitude of charitable or- 
ganizations nnd partnerships among non- 
profit groups, businesses and the public 
sector. 

There is something beguiling about the 
image of bright sources of energy, commit-

mqnt nnd compassion scattered through- 
out our social landscape. Most Americans 


probably share President-elect Bush's en- 
thusiasm for the ideu of pluralistic volun- 
tary service, fueled by altruistic contribu- 
tions, as n way of helping our neighbors. 

* We like the values of freedom, charity nnd 
decentralized power it represents. And we 
like the fact that it works, a symbol of the 
generous, can-dp American spirit. 

But docs the so-called third sector — 
neither wholly public nor wholly private, a 
combination of government and business 
interests — truly hold promise for solving 
our serious social problems? The answer is 
complex. It may be yes, but only at the ex- 
pense of giving up the sfl££inl quality that 
has made it an independent force in 
American society. 

Rising expectations and reduced govern- 
mental support have created great pres- 
sures, both outside and inside the non- 
profit world. In recent years, charitable 
organizations have been asked to do many 
things beyond their original missions: to 
replace reductions in governmental fund- 
ing of human services; to support them- 
selves by becoming business-like and 
market-oriented; to help corporate promo- 
tion through "cause-related" marketing; to 
serve a social funetjon hy sponsorings gain 
events for the socially prominent, and to 
carry out specific agendas of foundations. 

The external forces have led to greater 
internal pressures for generating ever-in- 
creasing financial support and serving 
thoqe who provide it: development of more 
sophisticated fund-raising plans; , 

telemarketing and other aggressive (often 
intrusive) marketing techniques; populat- 
ing boards of directors with well-heeled 
potential contributors, virtually-selling 
prime seats and other perquisites to the 
highest donor-bidders, And sponsoring an 
endless series of fund-raising extravagan- 


The scale and sophistication of this en- 
terprise leads to what appear to be lavish 
levels of support in some instances — over 
$28 million spent on fund-raising expens- 
es alone for the Statue of Liberty restora- 
tion project in 1985-86, $100,000 mini- 
mum corporate contributions sought for 
the upcoming presidential inauguration, . 
multibillion-dollar thrift store enterprises 
that pay non-profit organizations a small 
percentage for the use of the charitable 
name. 

There is another side to the charitable 
field, the traditional side where giving and 
volunteering by individuals is primary. A 
recent study by Independent Sector, a 
coalition of non-profit charitable organiza- 
tions, demonstrates that individuals still 
are the largest supporting source 'about 
90 percent) of all funds contributed and 
that low and moderate-income individuals 
are the most significant group within this 


category. The lowcst-income group (under 
$10,000) actually gave the highest per- 
centage of their incomes (2.8 percent) to - - 
charity. By contrast; those with average 
incomes of $75,000-$lb0,000 gave only 1 .7 
percent. About 20 million people gave ns 
much as 5 percent, a standard that Inde- 
pendent Sector has setas the giving goal 
for everyone. 

Equally impressive is the record of volun- 
teerism by Americans. Forty-five percent of 
all adults volunteered an average of 4.7 
hours a week in 1987 — for activities rang- 
ing from working with AIDS patients to 
planting trees to serving ns museum docents 
to reading to children in hospitals. Twelve 
percent gave more than five hours a week. 

In all, 80 million people donated 19.5 billion 
hours to chosen causes. 

There is a paradox here. A majority of 
Americans are giving time and money to 
500,000 non-profit organizations for the 
pursuit of worthy causes. The organiza- 
tions are seen to provide the Bush alter- 
native — 1 ,000 points of light — to either 


government or commercial enterprise. But 
those same organizations are under in- 
creasing pressure- to become qunsi-govunu- 
mental agencies (to fill the void left by the 
chjs) and to become quasi-businesses 
seeking to increase income through com- 
mercial methods.

Congress is considering an in- 
crease in taxes on the business activities 
of non-profits, as a way of both generating 
revenue und responding to complaints by 
business about non-profit competition 
with commercial enterprise.

charitable sector. It is short-sighted policy 


non-profit sector in order to avoid raising 
taxes. A rational approach would take 
care of basic human needs through public 
services and leave the charitable sphere 
with that realnVof altruism, social ad- 
vancement and experimentation that fits 
its voluntary character.

Otherwise, the third sector will become 
to the charitable impulse what big-time 
college sports have become to amateur 
athletics, A spirit vitally important to our 
society is becoming submerged in the 
struggle for economic viability.

Drug dealing 
concerns 
authorities 

ST. ANTHONY (AP) - Eastern 
Idaho -authorities [ are concerned, that— 
drug dealing has found a solid 
foothold in the relatively safe rural 
area. 

"The pressure is on in the big cities 
and they (dealers) know they have a 
safe haven here,” Madison County 
Sheriff Lionel Coon said. 

Five area residents were indicted 
earlier this month on charges of de- 
livery or conspiracy to deliver co- 
caine. The defendants are Isabel 
Sanchez, 43, hta wife, Marie, 33, bolh 
pf Rexburg; Jnse Antonio Quintero, 
28, of Shelley; Ernest Cruz, 33, St. 
Anthony; and Emclio Arreguin."21, 
Rexburg. 

v Arreguin remains at large. 

It was the second mqjor drug bust 
in Rexburg in two years. In 1986, fed- 
eral and local authorities seized $1.6 
million worth of cocaine- and black-, 
tar heroin .during a raid at the 
Rexburg-Madison County Airport. 

Several other arrests hayc been 
made involving a total of $100,000 
worth of cocaine. And the defense at- 
torney for Barry Searcy blamed the 
slaying Inst year of an Ashton woman 
by Searcy on his addiction to cocaine.

For farmers nt'ross American 988 was a 3- 
D year: drought, destruction and despair. 

The nation suffered through one of the 
worst dry spells in a half-century, since the 
days of the Dust Bowl, as sunny sines created 
clouds of doom, for thousands of farmers who 
watched their crops and hopes shrivel in blis- 
tering triple-digit heat. 

It was a year when farmers prayed and In- 
dians danced for rain, when the mighty Mis- 
■ sissippi stopped i& "easy - rollihg 'ahd "crop 

zled while the Fourth of July fizzled because ' 
fireworks celebrations were canceled for fear 
of igniting grass fires. 

But the drought brought prosperity,' too — 
for rail carriers whose business picked up 
when barge traffic slowed down, for auction 
houses flooded with livestock because ranch- 
ers were short on feed, and for farmers lucky 
enough to have surpluses or to live in areas 
blessed with rain.

crops were lost, the drought was not the total 
disaster koine had feared. 

"Prices were up. We had some oflast year's 
crop in the bin to sell," said Jim Nichols, 
Minnesota's agriculture commissioner. 
"Thnt's what saved us. ... It didn't have to 
anything to do with the crop wc harvested 
this year." 

And with billions of dollars of federal aid 
and late rains, "most farmers have fared 
much better than they would have other- 
wise," said Jim Vertrees, an Agriculture De- 
partment economist. *” 

But "thn t's not to say-farmers aren't hurt- 
ing," he added: Corn production fell by 34 
percent from last year's bumper crop, while 
soybeans dropped 21 percent and spring 

wheat 54 percent, Vertrees said 

. The Council of Economic Advisers has esti- 
mated crop losses at about $13 billion in 1982 
prices, Vertrees said. 

Despite those gloomy numbers, the Agri- 
culture Department, citing higher commodity 
prices, inventory and only moderate drops in 
government subsidies, has predicted net cash 
income — the amount of money farmers have 


to spend during the year — to be close to 
19878 record $57.1 billion. 

But many states were hit hard. In sparsely- 
populated North Dakota, for example, the es- 
timated total loss, including the impact on 
non-agricultural business dependent on the 
farm, economy, is a whopping $2.2 billion, 
even with federal aid, said Anen Lcholm, a 
North Dakota State -University extension 
economist. 

And Loholm noted the drought came at a 
lime when many farmers were just digging 
out'from the -agricultural crisis- of- the carly- 
1980s. Land prices were climbing slowly. 
Livestock prices were up.

Signs of trouble surfaced early. In May, 
ranchers in the parched Texas prairies were 
burning thorns ofT prickly cactuses to feed to 
cattle. From San Francisco to Atlanta, resi- 
dents were asked to reduce water consump- 
tion. 

"It reached different people at different 
times” ’ said'NeiT Harl , uif economics profes- 
sor at Iowa Slate University. “It became in- 
creasingly clear as temperatures started to 
rise by early June, wc had a serious prob- 
lem.’ 

Hcnt records fell in city-after city, aggra- 
vating the bone-dry conditions. Water levels 
shrunk. By June, more than a thousand 
barges were stranded in the shrunken Mis- 
sissippi. wind erosion hud damaged millions 
of acres in the Great Plains, fish were dying 
in .Wisconsin streams and. wells were drained 
in Nebraska. 

As summer began, anxious farmers fought 
Iq keep their animals from starving and 
watched their normally knee-high corn stunt-, 
ed nt ankle-level. 

Although ruin fell in some spots, hints of 
relief didn't come until August, when Presi-

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dent Reagan signed a S3»9 billion drought aid 
package that provides disaster payments to 
those who harvt’stod less thun 65 percent of 
their normal production. 

It was one of two silver linings. "Wc were 
not anticipating Congress would lie as gener- 
ous or that crops would be as resilient aa 
they were," Harl said. 

Farmers also benefited from an additional 
$3 billion in emergency aid — feed assistance 
and crop insurance — and relaxed standards 
that allowed haying or grazing on land nor- 
mally exempt from sueh uses. - — 

By fall, the Farmers Home Administration 
also had declared 1,489 counties eligible for. 
emergency disaster loans, including 13 entire 
states, Vertrees said. 

Still, it was a bitter harvest for farmers 
facing another season with little moisture in 
the ground and less grain in the Bin. 

"We're in a situation where it’s going to 
take above average rainfalls to have an aver- 
age crop," said Bruce Bullock, an agricultural 
economist at the University of Missouri. "It’s 
a little premature to say the drought is total- 
ly behind us."

A-CHOO! 

Indoor air pollution 
can be somet hing 
that you sneeze at

TWIN FALLS — Stuffy nose. 
Weepy eyes. Headochea and 
Bneezes. In the summer, we cal! 
it hay fever. In the 'winter, it 
seems like the cold that won't go 
» awoyr — 

In fact, wintertime air brings 
allergies, infection, dryness and 
indoor air pollution — four fac- 
tors that can clog up our nasal 
passages, our lungs, our well-be- 
ing. 

"About half the people I ace 
have . the problems all year- 
round," says Dr. Gregory 
Kadlec, a Twin Falls allergist. 
"Some problems worsen in the 
winter months, because people 
are indoors." 

House dust, mold and pets 
are the prime culprits, says 
Kadlec. Wood Btoves and 
kerosene hcatere are also to 
blame. Some people a re both- 
ored by soaps, penumes, air 
fresheners and other products. 

During winwTsjnonthar those 
substances are trapped inside 
well-heated, tightly insulated 
buildings. And to make matters 
worse, dry winter air zaps the 
moiBturc from our nose, throat 
and lungB, making them more 


susceptible to cracking and irri- 
tation by air-borne contami- 
nants and organisms. : 

"Indoor air pollution ia proba- 
bly about as important os out- 
door air pollution — but it is dif- 
ferent," says Dr. Richard Podell, 
allergy expert and clinical asso- _ 
date professor of medinne at 
Robert Wood Johnson Medical 
School in New Jersey. 

Bad indoor air is a much 
greater problem in colder parts 
of the country, he adds, and is 
directly related to adequacy of 
ventilation. 

Closing up the house may 
keep heating bills low by pre- 
venting cold air from circulat- 
ing. But without that adequate 
ventilation, allergens and pollu- 
tants may fill the air. For some 


people, that means stuffy noses, 
neadachca, itchy or weepy, eyes 
and general malaise. 


Allergens (substances causing 
allergies) aff ec t only _ the o ne- 
third of the population that is 
allergic, soys Podell. Pollutants 
are toxic substances that affect 
everybody — but the problems 
arc more severe for some people. 

Podell says tobacco is by far 
the worst indoor pollutant. Oth-

'Quick-fix' therapy crosses over to aid troubled marriages

Dr. Aaron T. Beck's idea was simple: 
Change the way people think and you can 
; change their lives. 

Challenge a few unrealistic beliefs, alter 
'some habitual thought patterns, and people 
Twill stop being deposed; they will lose their 
.anxieties, kick their drug habits and give up 
.-alcohol. 

7 Beck called the method "cognitive therapy." 
-Despite considerable resistance from his fel- 
low psychoanalysts over much of the past 30 
years, the technique has proved quite suc- 
cessful — so much so that it is now one of the 
treatments of choice for a number of illness- 
es, ranging from depression to panic' disor- 
~dors. 

; Now the Philadelphia psychiatrist is offer- 
ing his quick-fix therapy to those people who 
are not necessarily mentally disturbed or 
emotionally troubled but who, he believes, 
also desperately need help: couples whose re- 
lationships are in trouble. 


At the urging of his followers, Beck has 
written his first pop book. "Love Is Never 
Enough," a 323-page opus just released by- 
Harper & Row and aimed not just at hus- 
bands and wives but all couples whose rela- 
tionships art* falling upart or at least need 
some retooling. 

"Virtually everyone I talked to told me it 
was a great 'idea because typically people 
who most need help arc the least likely to get 
it,” Beck said in a recent interview. 

Marriage counseling may seem an odd 
place for on eminent Ivy League professor of 
psychiatry to focus his attention. After all. in 
the hierarchy of the profession, family thera- 
py is not exactly at the top of the list. And 
‘Beck, who has already written numerous 
scholarly books, years ago eurned a perma- 
nent place in the annals of the profession 
with his famed Beck Depression Inventory, a 
scule of symptoms used almost universally to 
diagnose depression. 

Yet with somewhere between 40 percent 
and 50 percent of all marriages ending in di- 
vorce and with countless others in distress. 


Beck long ago became convinced that there 
was n real need for different counseling tech- 
niques. 

What's more, the courtly, good-humored 
professor "cl aims to have more than just pro- 
fessional knowledge of committed relation- 
ships. A father of four and grandfather of 
seven, he has been married for 38 years to 
the same woman, Superior Court Judge Phyl- 
lis Beck. 

Negative thoughts 
cause depression 

Beck got involved in the business of mar- 
riages quite naturally, he said, when he was 
working with depressed patients, many of 
whom also hnd marriages that were in trou- 
ble. 

Even if they weren't 'depressed. Beck 
found, people in rocky relationships shared 
many of the same "thinking defects" as those 
who were clinically depressed. While he cred- 
its one of his former students at the Universi- 
ty of Pennsylvania, Norman Epstein, with 
first making that observation, Beck came up 


with the whole, notion of defective thinking. 

The idea came to him in the late"! 950s 
shortly after he graduated from medical 
school at Yale and completed his training 
at the Philadelphia Psychoanalytic Insti- 
tute. 

At the time, he was trying to prove Freud's 
theory of depression — that it was hostility 
against a loved one turned inward*. If Freud 
were right, -Beck hud reasoned, it would be 
possible to find evidence of hostility in the 
dreams of'dcpressed patients. But that is not 
what Beck uncovered. Instead, he saw recur- 
ring patterns of distorted thinking: People 
who were depressed did not dream of hatred 
or revenge; they dreamed of defeat, depriva- 
tion. loss. They did not seek failure; they 
twisted reality to the point where they could 
not recognize success, even when, it came 
their way. 

Beck then began to wonder: W5s it possible 
to change those thinking patterns? If they 
were changed. would.the patient no longer be 
depressed? 

The answer in both cases was yes. 


Learning constructive thinking 

Cognitive therapy, the method that Beck 
devised for changing thinking patterns, is al- 
most as easy to use ns it is to understand, ac- 
cording to its practitioners, although many 
spend upwards of n year in training to per- 
fect the technique. 

The idea is to help troubled individuals 
recognize that their, minds ore riddled with 
negative messages, explained Christine A. 
Pndosky, one of Beck's proteges, who is direc- 
tor of the Center of Cognitive Therapy in 
Newport Beach, Calif., one of dozens of such 
centers now in operation. 

With the help of hefty doses of reality test- 
ing and some puinstaking self-discipline and 
role playing, inappropriate and destructive 
thoughts can be identified and replaced with 
more objective — and positive — forms of 
thinking. And instead of months and years of 
introspection and analysis, the whole proceBB 
can usually be completed in 8 to 12 sessions. 

In recent months, Beck has been traveling 
around the country explaining his method of

- On the-HCt of "Rain Man,'' Joseph 
Sullivan sat motionless, a photo al- 
bum clutched in his arms. He did 
not notice that actor Dustin Hoff- 
man was wearing undershorts and 
eating Sullivan’s fnvoritg. cheese 
curls. With toothpicks, the way he 
does. He was preoccupied with the 
thought, of showing Hoffman the 
many photographs he takes of dead- 
end streets. 

Sullivan was one of three autistic 
men Hoffman studied to shape the 
character he plays in "Rain Man,” 
Raymond Babbitt, an autistic sa- 
vant who can barely communicate 
.with other people, yet can calculate 
numbers at lightning speed and 
memorize on entire city phone book. 


Autism is a rare affliction in 
which victims are often emotionless 
and don’t speak. Many ure mentally 
retarded, move and walk tiddly and 
are overly sensitive to sounds and 
distractions. 

The condition appears in the first 
years of life jn one out of 1,000 people. 
Remarkably, about 10 percent are also 
savants, people with outstanding, in- 
explicable abilities in music, art. 
math, spelling or memory. 

Most experts believe that autism 
results from some abnormality in 
the brain, but the precise defect is a 
mystery. 

Hoffman began researching the role 
almost two years ago, asking doctors 
and psychologists to read and com- 
ment on the original script. "There 
were many elements so far afield," 


said Barnett Addis, a psychologist ond 
director of the behavioral sciences me- 
dia . laboratory at the University' of 
California, I»s Angeles. 

It was at UCLA that Hoffman be- 
came fascinated with the life of 
Joseph Sullivan,' a high-functioning 
autistic featured in two documen- 
taries produced by Addis and his 
colleagues.

In the original .script, the charac- 
ter of Babbitt was based on Kim 
Peek, n mentally retarded savant, 
from Salt I-ake City. But he was not 
autistic, so n large part of the script 
had to lje rewritten. 

Hoffman was determined to get the 
script right. He spent days watching 
fdm footage of Joe Sullivan, . 

After speaking with medical ex- 
perts, and constantly reshaping the 
script, Ruth Sullivan, Joe's mother, 
was summoned to Los Angeles to 
meet Hoffman. “At one point, he 
started saying one of Joseph’s spe- 
cial words - TRAGEDY — and I 
thought Joseph was sitting in the 
chair. I was stunned," she said. 

Indeed, there are many hints of 
Joe Sullivan in the finished product. 
Babbitt, like Sullivan, likes to snap 
away with his Inst.imnlic camera. 
This hobby was initiated by Sulli- 
van's parents, who realized that 
they had to teach their son the val- 
ue of a dollar. Experts call it bchnv- 
jor therapy. Ruth Sullivan calls it 


perfect pitch. 

Ruth Sullivan, who also directs the 
Autism Services Center in Hunting- 
ton, W. Va., thinks thnt Hoffman por- 
trayed autism "magnificently." -Autis- 
tic people shape the behavior of those _ 
around them," she says. "He caught 
the essence of -what it isiiko'living 
with an autistic." 

Autistic people live by routine, a 
rigid inflexibility thnt could drive a nor- 
mal person crazy. "People who don’t 
know autism idealistically say they are 
going to reach in and make Joe nor- 
mal," his mother says. "If you go in 
thinking you are the Miracle Worker, 
you are going to be disappointed." 

Hoffmnn’s research did not end with 
the Sullivans. He spent time with two 
brothers from New Jersey, one normal 
and one autistic savant. One of the 
classic lines in the movie — "If it’s 
Tuesday, it must be pancakes’" — was 
taken from the mentally impaired 
brother and is symbolic of an autistic’s 
need for routine. 

The actor also visited institutions, 


with sympathy. "The film makes it 
dear that some people have mental 
problems not easily controlled hy 
willpower," Rimland says. 

HofTmnn also contacted Dr. 
Darold TrcfTnnt, an expert on the so- 
called "idiot" or learned savant. Tre- 
ffant, director of the Fond du Lac 
County Health Care Center in Wis- 
consin, is most interested- in the 
prodigious savant, someone with se- 
vere mental retardation who pos- 
sesses abilities that arc spectacular 
even if seen in u normal person. 

Treffant, author of an upcoming 
book on idiot 'savants, -says that 
imaging studies suggest that these 
people suffered an injury to the left 
side of the brain, forcing the right 
side of the brain to compensate. 

There is no cure for autism. Treat- 
ments include medication and behav- 
ior modification to quell bizarre and 
often self-injurious habits. Rimland 
espouses megadoses of vitamin BG and 
magnesium, based on studies showing 
.that the combination helps improve 
“behavior. 

Other studies suggest that uutis- ■ 
tic children have an imbalance of 
brain chemicals associated with 
pleasure and pain. A few years ago, 
a study at the Children's Hospital 
National Medical Center suggested 
that these children are bom with 
high levels of beta endorphins, one 
of the brain's natural opiates associ- 
ated with these emotions. 

The theory is that these excessive 
levels leave autistic children in a 
high state of self-satisfaction. In 
other words, they might have -no 
biochemical need to reach out to 
others. 

Still other studies have found 
that a part of the brain called the 
cerebellum is underdeveloped in 
autistics, or thnt there has been

survival. 

"We bought him n camera, and 
you need to have film. And have it 
developed. And put it in something," 
the mother explains. Finally, at age 
20. Sullivan had a need for money. 

'Tbday. he is 28 and works part-time 
in a library. He buys his own film and 
new photo albums when necessary. It 
took his parents two years to teach 
him how to take the bus. 

Numbers are Sullivan's true 


and kept apace with the latest re- 
search. 

Bernard Rimland, an expert on 
autism at the Institute for Child Be- 
havior Research in San Diego, spoke 
with HofTmnn often throughout the 
project. “I was really impressed. 1 
hud no idea how seriously he took 
the task." 

Rimland, who has an adult son with 
autism, said he hopes the movie will 
lead viewers to treat eccentric people

Distorted body image is often 
thought to be the sole province of 
women and one of the causes of 
anorexia and bulimin.' Psychologist 
Adam Drewnowski and graduate 
student Doris Yec of the University 
of Michigan weren’t so sure about 
that. 

They knew that some studies 
showed that men were also unhappy • 
with their bodies. While the lean 
wanted to gain weight, others were 
ufraid of becoming fat. 

Tb find out how the ‘male of the 
species stacked up against their fe- 
male counterparts, the researches 
polled 226 college freshman students 
about their weight, body shnpe, and 
• dieting and exercise history. 

/Vs expected, more of the women 
(48 percent) than of the men (26 
percent) described themselves ns 
overweight. Asked if they wanted to 
lose weight, 85 percent of the wom- 
en, but only 45 percent of the men, 
said yes. Surprisingly, 40 percent of 
the men said they wanted to gain 
weight. In other words, about the , 
snmc percentage of men os women 
were dissatisfied with their weight. 

Among those who were within the 
normal weight range for their 
height, 89 percent of tnc women and 
53 percent of the men wanted to 
shed pounds and had similar nega- 
tive body images. Tb the re- 
-fteHrcher»UMirpris« r -on&-oWHbjnain — 
differences between the groups was 
thnt women usually dieted to lose 
weight, while men usually exer- 
cised. 

“It may be that the key difference 
between the sexes with respect to the 
(development) of eating disorders is 
not dissatisfaction with body weight, 
but rather actual behaviors related 
to diet and exercise,” the researchers 
concluded. "The chief risk factor for 
eating disorders may be dieting it- 
self."

marriage counseling in day-long cognitive therapy, 
clinics to thousands of psychiatrists, psychologists 
and other mental-health professionals. 

One of the peculiarities of relationships land it 
is true whether the couple is married or nut and 
whether they are heterosexual or homosexual), is 
that the individuals involved act perfectly' normal 
and rational outside the relationship and "posi- 
tively crazy within it." Beck told a group of thera- 
pists in Los Angeles recently. 

"We've had couples watch videotapes of other 
distressed couples and they sec precisely what is 
wrong. In their own relationships, they have no 
idea," he said. 

What seeibs to be an innocent statement will 
provoke a fight simply because the person who 
hears the statement does "some automatic and 
quite Inaccurate mind rending," he said. A wife, 
for instance, will think that she knows what her 
spOU 9 C is thinking when in fact she hasn’t a clue. 
Beck snid. Instead of assuming she knows what 
her husband is thinking, she ought to ask first. Is 
this what you meant? ' if it isn’t, they should Inith 
keep talking — and listening — until they do un- 
derstand one another, Beck said. 


Mind reading," he cautioned, is not something 
anyone can do. We forget that.' 

People over-drnmatize their lives in many ways. 
Beck said. One common way is to "catastrophizc" 
events or statements. A husband, noting that his 
wife is late from work might think. "She’s late. 
She's always late from work and my dinner is nev- 
er ready. She must have had an accident. Or, more 
likely, she simply doesn't love me. Why else would 
she be late?" What the husband can. and should, 
be taught to think. Beck said, is something along 
these lines: "Oh, my wife is late. Shu must have 
gotten delayed at the office. Or. perhaps she hit 
some traffic. Whatever the case, shell surely be 
home soon." 

Yet another tendency is for couples to bury hid- 
den messages inside innocuous statements or to 
ask innocuous questions loaded with past 
grievances. "The right way." Beck said, "to ask 
your husband to help your child with home work 
might be, Since you’re so good with math, do you 
suppose you could help our son with his algebra 
tonight?" A less effective way would be to say. "Do 
you suppose you could possibly take time out from 
your incessant TV watching long enough to spend 
some time with your fatherless son?" 


Bridging the communication gap 

Part of the problem in many marriages is 
that there are socially ingrained differences in 
the thinking and communication styles of men 
and women. Probletps occur because women arc 
taught from the time they are little to discuss 
intimate problems openly while men have been 
cautioned repeatedly to remain silent about 
such matters. 

"A woman’s point of view is, As long as you can 
talk about problems, the marriage is working,' " 
Beck noted. "A man’s view is, As long as you have 
to talk about problems, the marriage isn’t work- 
ing.' That about sums it up." 

Although most trained therapists could point 
out these tendencies to a couple that is having 
trouble. Beck says that traditional marriage coun- 
. selors don’t always solve fundamental problems 
because they often do little more than proffer the 
kind of advice a very wise friend might give." 

Beck is even critical of his own training und 
background. While psychoanalysts may well help 
individuals in a relationship discover the roots of 
their distorted perceptions und eventually resolve 
them, he said the "biggest problem is that by the 
time you get this worked out your marriage has 
fallen apart.

CHICAGO — Enting a pepperoni 
pizza is no more likely to damage 
your stomach lining than a steak and 
fries, reports a study in’ Fridays 
Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation. 

Contrary to some popular beliefs, 
the study found that hot, spicy food 
poses no more threat to the stomach 
lining than bland foods. 

The study, by Dr. David Graham 
and colleagues in Houston, grew out 
of experiments determining the 
amount of irritation that aspirin 
causes to the stomach lining. 

Their conclusion was that even 
though spicy foods can cause in- 
creased stomach acid secretion and,

Key gene in treating 
schizophrenia found 


NEW YORK iAl’< Scientists say 
they have found a gene that lets 
schi/opluemrs and sortie other mental- 
ly ill patients respond to medication, a 
major step toward better treatment of a 
variety of brain disorders 

The work may also help in track- 
ing down inherited influences in 
mental diseases, scientists said. 

The gene instructs cells to produce 
a protein called the D|2 dopamine re- 
ceptor. The receptor Hits on the sur- 
face ofhrain cells and responds when 
adjacent cells si-rreteXa substance 
called dopamine, allowing brain cells 
to communicate 

The receptor is also where medications 
act .t" treat psychosis, which is a loss of 
touch with reality seen in schizophrenia 


and sometimes in depression, manic-de- ^ 
pressiun and other disorders. 

In the new work, researchers said 
they identified the receptor gene in 
rats, defined its chemical makeup 
anil made functioning copies of it. 
Since then they have also isolated 
anil partially defined the human re- 
ceptor gene, researcher Olivier Civel- 
li said in a telephone interview. 

The work is reported in Thursday s 
issue of the British journal Nature by 
Civelli, James Runzow and others at 
the Oregon Health Sciences Univer- 
sity in Portland, with researchers at 
the Veterans Administration Medical 
Center in Portland and the Oregon 
Regional Primate Center in Beaver-
